Tom McGinnis, a cook wh o h as 
been employ ed in a restau rant at 
420 Main street for th e last six 
weeks, fell from th e roof of a pas­ 
senger car in a Missou ri Pacific 
train near First and Gilliss streets 
at 9 :30 o’clock last nigh t and su s­ 
tained a fractu re of th e left th igh , 
say s today ’s Kansas City Jou rnal. 
He was remov ed io police h ead­ 
q u arters and after being attended 
to by Dr. Longan was sent to th e 
city h ospital. 
McGinnis receiv ed a letter from 
h is sister, Mrs. Delia Hoey , wh o 
liv es in Jefferson City , informing 
h im th at h is broth er, Ch arley Mc- 
Ginniss, h ad died from th e effects 
of a gu nsh ot wou nd receiv ed at h is 
h ome in San Antonio, Tex as, a few

H e didn’t h av e su fficient money to 
bu y a ticket to Jefferson to attend 
th e fu neral of h is broth er and decid­ 
ed to try to beat h is way th ere on 
a Missou ri Pacific passenger train. 
H e walked ou t to First and Gilliss 
streets and was standing on a box 
car wh en a passenger train ru sh ed 
by . 
It was going at a pretty h igh 
rate of speed, bu t McGinnis made 
u p h is mind th at it was th e only 
ch ance h e h ad to reach Jefferson 
City to be present at th e bu rial of 
h is broth er, and h e took desperate 
ch ances in try ing to board th e 
train. 
It was h is intention to get on th e 
roof of a passenger car and h u g 
th e deck or ru nning board of th e 
coach .

mu ch faster th an h e th ou gh t it 
was, and h e was th rown to th e 
grou nd between th e two trains 
with su ch force as to fractu re h is 
left th igh .

His broth er, wh o was killed at San 
Antonia, Tex as, was also engaged 
in th e manu factu re of sh oes th ere.

A MANILA LETTER. 


A Pettis County Woman Hears 
from Her Brother. 


SWIMMING JN THE BAY. 


A Visit to the Battleship Oieffo ii 
Co mmunicatio n That Will Be 
Read With Interest. 


Mrs. J. W. Harding, wife of a 
well-k nown Pettis county farmer, 
is in receipt of an interesting letter 
from her brother, Sergeant Ho- 
back , who is now in the service of 
Uncle Sam in the Philippines. 
The letter is dated May 20, and no 
doubt the following extracts will 
be perused with interest by readers 
of the 
D emocrat : 
“ There is another delegation of 
peacemak ers in Manila today from 
the Filipino congress. 
They are 
doing their best to put a stop to 
the fighting here and T hope they 
will succeed. 
“ The city is being cleaned up 
and put in half decent shape, and 
already its appearance has been 
greatly improved. The botanical 
gardens are being restored to some­ 
thing lik e respectable condition, 
but it will tak e y ears of work and 
care to bring them back to what 
they once*were. 
“ The natives in and around Ma­ 
nila are a contented and happy lot 
of people. 
They speak a mixture 
of Spanish and Tagalo that it is 
simply impossible for an American 
to learn, but I don’t want to learn 
^any more of their lingo. 
1 can 
talk to them a little, but not much. 
“ There may be somp pretty girls 
here among the Spamsh residents, 
but I have never y et seen one that 
I lik e the look s of. 
They all hav 
a sick ly , white, bleached-ouc ap­ 
pearance that I don’t lik e, and they 
seem only one-half alive ; in fact, 
more lik e wax dolls than living be­ 
ings. 
“ I’ll relate our first experience 
with them. 
Atter the battle of 
August 13, 18 9 8 , we were quarter­ 
ed in the old Seventy -third barrack s 
in Manila. Our quarters were near 
the bay and also on one of the fa­ 
mous driveway s, but for a few 
day s there was no one out for an 
evening drive. 
The soldiers of the 
different 
regiments 
rigged 
up 
springing boards along the old sea 
wall and had a big time swimming 
in the bay . 
“ On the third evening a few 
carriages came out from the city 
and some of them stopped while 
’ the pleasure-seek ers watched us 
diving and swimming. 
On the 
fourth evening v/e had gone in a 
swarm to our bathing place and 
were having a high old time, when 
carriage after carriage came out 
and stoped close to us. 
“ We could see that every ve­ 
hicle was filled with Spanish wom­ 
en and girls, so we remained in 
the water or dodged around until 
we got our clothes. 
We did not 
k now what in the world to think of 
such people, but we found out aft­ 
erward that it was our diving that 
attracted their attention 
“ A Spaniard or a native here 
will never jump into the water 
head first, nor from a place more 
than four feet above the water, 
while we were diving off places 
more than twenty feet high and 


going through all k inds of per­ 
formances. 
The visiting women 
were badly disappointed when we 
closed the circus and vamoosed. 
Of course we had a very poor opin­ 
ion of them, but we have learned 
Ito think better of them since. 
“ Our time is now occupied in 
catching smugglers and visiting 
war ships. 
I was on the Oregon 
ast Monday and it is a sight that 
’11 never forget. 
I had been on 
he Oly mpia before and thought I 
lad seen a ship and guns, but they 
were babies compared to the Ore­ 
gon and her big guns. 
I don’t 
snow what to compare a battle­ 
ship to. 
It is so neat and clean all 
the way through that it made me 
feel ashamed of my battered old 
campaign hat, brown pants and 
leggings, blue shirt and big shoes. 
just as 1 had come inj from the 
trenches, but I soon found a good- 
natured sailor who showed me the 
wonders of the ship. 
“ After a tour of the boat I made 
up my mind that the Oregon was a 
whole world to itself, with heaven 
in the officers’ quarters and hell in 
the fireroom, 
“ Sister, y ou have no idea how 
the men of the Oregon love that 
old ship, and the dear old Hag she 
sails under 
Their love for the 
ship is shown by her clean, neat 
appearance all through, and the 
pride with which they tell y ou of 
the part she play ed at Santiago, 
July 3, 18 9 8 , is something won­ 
derful. 
“ I’d lik e to tell y ou all about my 
trip to her, but I haven’t time 
now. 
Give my love to all.”
